DOWN ON THE I STHMUS. 


COMPLICATIONS THAT MAY INVOLVE 
SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES. 


United States Forces T a ke Possession 
of .Panama and 
Afterward 
Withdraw. 


Trouble Looked For and Protection of 
Am erican Interests D em anded—Lat­ 
est from the Fight w ith Kiel's 
Rebels—Kussla and 
England 
Doing the Chip Act. 


P anam a, April 27.—All troops were with­ 
drawn from this city Saturday night. 
The 
consequences cannot be foreseen, but that 
there will be serious trouble on the arrival 
of the Colombian troops, is certain. 
Gen. Aizpurn proposed to tbe commander 
of the Uuited States forces here to withdraw 
his troops to the station of the Panama Rail­ 
way company , Qtm. Aispurn guaranteeing 
the security of tbe city . 
Gen. Aizpurn 
however well disposed, will not be able to 
prevent the destruction of property and life. 
Barricades are being erected in the streets, 
and sand-bag defenses are being constructed 
on the balcony of the barracks. 
This shows 
that the insurgents are determined to fight 
in town. 
The native feeling here is strong. 
It is considered cruel for the United States 
iorces to occupy the town and then with­ 
draw, leaving the people helpless and the 
•city in control of a lawless mob. 
President Sery mser, of the Central <& 
South American Telegraph company , tele­ 
graphed as follows: 
T he Hon. T. P. B a y a rd , S e c r e ta r y o f 
S ta te , W a shing to n: 
All the American 
troops were withdrawn from Panama last 
night. 
The town is in the hands of the 
rebels. 
The streets are now barricaded. The 
consequences cannot bo foreseen. 
I have 
telegraphed as follows to the superintendent 
of 
the company at Panama: "Demand 
in 
writing from 
the 
American 
con­ 
sular commandant of the United 'States 
forces protection to oirrproperty and men. 
At present the United States nas, by treaty , 
all the rights and obligations that Colombia 
has. and must be hold responsible for the 
damage done to American property or for 
failure to keep open communication.” 
Similar dispatches were also sent to Sec­ 
retary of the Navy Whitney and the man­ 
ager of the company at Galveston. 


tion of imposing any oongation upon the 
governments of nuutral powers to recognize 
it, or to contribute towards its enforcement 
by any domestic action on their part 
The attitude of the United States in re­ 
gard to the piratical character of vessels in 
arms against the Colombian government, is 
thus stated by Secretary Bay ard: 
The government 
of the United States 
cannot regard as piratical, vessels manned 
by parties in arms against the government 
of the United States of Colombia, when 
such vessels are passing to and from ports 
held by such insurgents, or even when at­ 
tacking ports in the possession of the na­ 
tional government 
In the late civil war 
the United States at an early period of the 
struggle surrendered their position that 
those manning the Confederate 
cruisers 
were 
pirates 
under 
international 
law. The United States 
of 
Colombia 
cannot sooner 
or 
later 
do otherwise 
than accept the same view. 
But, however 
this may tie, no neutral power can acquiesce 
in the position now taken by the Colombian 
government. 
Whatever may be the de­ 
merits of the vessels in the power of the in­ 
surgents, or whatever may be the status of 
those manning them under the municipal 
law of Colombia if they be brought by the 
act of the national government within the 
operation of that law, there can be no Ques­ 
tion that such vessels when engaged as above 


stated, are not by tbe laws of nations, 
pirates; nor can they be regarded as pirate« 
b y the United States. 


THE FISH RIVER FIGHT. 


The M arines—Some Official C orrespond­ 
ence. 
W a s hing to n C ity , April 27.—On Fri­ 
day , April 24, so telegrams received here 
from Panama state, the United States forces, 
500 strong.'entered Panama and took posses­ 
sion of tb« city , it being evident at the time 
that the property and persons of American 
citizens were in danger from tbe insurrect- 
ing forces under Aizpurn. 
Several barri­ 
cades that had been erected by the insur­ 
gents were destroy ed by the marines, and 
they also arrested Aizpurn and three of hi? 
staff, the result of which was to make Iho in­ 
surgent general very indignant, and his in­ 
surgent friends threatened to burn the city 
if 
he 
was 
not released. 
Commander 
McCalla, however, issued a proclamation 
taking possession of tho city , and tho insur­ 
rectionists having crowded the plu^a and be- 
ing very much excited and likely to do dam­ 
age, a Gatling gun was brought into 
use, 
and it was found necessary to lire it at the 
crowd 
before they would dispense. 
One 
was killed and three wounded. 
The French 
consul vigorously protested agaiast 
the 
actioif of the Uuited States troops, but no 
one else not a rebel objected. 
The 
cable

E urtho r P articulars of the B attle with 
K iel—Situation a t the F ront. 
C hicago, April 
27.—A dispatch from 
Winnipeg say s the fight between Middleton 
and Kiel’s forces at Fish river cannot be 
called a victory for the government troops, 
although they held the field tip to the last 
news received from there. 
The rebels were 
very advantageously posted, and the ap­ 
pearance of the troops poured a very de 
structive fire into them, being themselves 
completely covered by the trees, brush, and 
boulders scattered thickly over their posi­ 
tion, they occupied three ravines and were 
driven from two of them at the time the 
battle closed for the day . 
St. P a u l , Minn., April 27.—A telegram 
from Winnipeg, dated April 20, say s: 
"Sergeant Dalton, a courier from Middle­ 
ton’s headquarters to Clarke’s Crossing, re­ 
ports the death of Arthur Watson of the 
Toronto school of infantry , who died Friday 
night, making a total of seven deaths. 
Tbe 
wounded are doing well and will be removed 
to Clarke's Crossing as soon as possible. 
Advices show that the fight at Fish creek 
proved to be more disastrous to the rebels 
than was at flrit supposed. 
Twenty -five are 
known to have been killed as that num­ 
ber of bodies were counted, among whom 
was Gabriel Dumont, Kiel’s lieutenant 
It 
is reported that Kiel was in the ravine dur­ 
ing Friday ’s engagement, and has i » turned 
to Batouche for reinforcements. 
Every 
preparation was being made at the time of 
the courier’s departure for a renewal of the 
attack upon Kiel’s position. 
Guns have 
been placed commanding the ravine on each 
side 
and 
flanked 
by infantry . 
The 
next twenty -four hours are expected to be 
tho most decisive of the campaign. 
"Tbe St. Paul & Manitoba Kail way com­ 
pany has subscribed $5U0 for tbe relief and 
aid of the families of the Winnipeg volun­ 
teers. 
A public meeting held in tbe city 
hall Saturday night resolved to ask tbe 
council to increase tbe relief grant for tbe 
families of volunteers to $5,000.

the strike in the railroad districts at an end. 
This—to tho miners—unfortunate result of 
the tedious conflict, was brought about by 
unfavorable reports received from meetings 
which were held throughout tbe district 
Saturday afternoon and evening, and those 
miner-« who can obtain employ ment wifi 
now return to work at the 2% -cent rate. The 
operators claim that they havo suffered so 
greatly in loss of contracts that but a small 
proportion of those formerly employ ed can 
now be supplied with work.

It has been money in Mr.

derbilts 
mansion this winter compared 
with thoso of last season. 
Tbe 
mag­ 
nificent picture gallery has this winter been 
closed to the public. 
There have been no 
balls and very few dinners, and Mr. Van* 
dorbilt has not appeared in public. 
Yoil 
no longer hear his name mentioned in Wall 
street in connection with current fluctua­ 
tions in prices, and it is very rare that y ou 
see him driving in the park or on the roack 
Mr. Vanderbilt is indeed an invalid. 
Ho 
has retired from social and business life. He 
is not only threatened with paraly sis, but ho 
has gout, and is sorely afflicted with tho 
same malady that carried off his father, tho 
old commodore, and none of his sons glYO 
promise of being bis worldly successor. 


D eath of Tlio Sun Publisher. 
N ew Y o rk, April 27. —Isaac W. England* 
publisher of The Bun, died Saturday <ft 
Ridgewood, N. J ., of dropsy of the heart« 
at the ago of 58 y ears.

nature of the diseaso the end was sudden« 
it was not wholly unexpected. Mr. England 
has

from

After learning tho printer’* 
trade y oung Englan 1 came to this city 
and exjjerienced

Having thus secured a 
foothold on the r« q>ortorial staff of The 
Tribuno, he became eventually its city

He quo ted histo ry extensively to 
sho w that tho early co lo nists were o f tho pa 
tricinn and pro letarian class, and that the 
wives o f tho so ldiers wero no t, us has bo o n 
generally stated and believed,ho use o f co rro c 
tio n wo men, but industrio us and virtuo us 
girls o f tho same rank as their husbands. I he 
speaker reviewed tho co de o f lo ws ado pted 
by the creo les to go vo rn tho relatio ns o f the 
blacks nnd whites, and sho wed by the laws 
they enacted that no thing was mo re abho r 
rent to tho rn thun the co mmingling o f tho 
blo o d o l tho two ruces in any maimer; ho 
also [» aid a high co mpliment to the who le 
creo lo jwo plo a n l cited tho fact that mo st o f 
the dignitaries sent o ut fro m tho Old Wo rld 
married native creo le ladies, fro m u po pu­ 
latio n “who se best men, acco rding to a high 
literary autho rity, were 
bullies, knaves 
and fo o ls, and who so best wo men were no t 
superio r in any respect to tho co lo red bas­ 
tard is.?uo o f libertinism.” 
The speaker eulo gized the beauty o f the 
creo le wo men, and sho wed ho w they had 
minglo d with tho best so ciety o f the co untry, 
no rth and west.
